ures for Tuesday's election

showed 1,068,839 Maryland

voters with 318,360 Republic-

ans, 755479 Democrats and'’

24,248 others.

- Unofficial returns yesterday
‘also disclosed that not a single
'Democrat incumbent seeking
reelection to the General As-
sembly was defeated. Final
returns showed the Repub-
lican minority in the 29-mem-
ber state sepale had been re-
duced from 11 to 7 seats. In
the House of Delegates, Demo-
crats gained 11 seats, raising
their majority to 99 compared
to 24 Republicans. Recounts
in close contests might upset
‘this balance, however.

Three sons of top-ranking
Maryland Democrats won seats
in the House of Delegates for
the first time. Blair Lee III,
son of E. Brooke lL.ee, Demo-
cratic leader in Montgomery
County and a former speaker
of the House, was elected. So
were Lansdale G. Sasscer, Jr.,
of Prince Georges, son of the'
former Congressman and for-:
mer president of the State|
Senate, and Joseph D. Tydings,|
of Harford, son of former
United States Senator Millard
E. Tydings. The elder Tydings
also served as speaker in the
House.

Baltimore’s Fourth Legisla-
tive District also set a prece-
dent by electing the first Negro
member of the General As-
sembly. Truly Hatchett, a
Democrat, was elected a mem-
‘ber of the district’s delegation
to the House of Delegates.
Nearly 20 years ago Hatchett
'had been considered for ap-
pointment as recorder of
deeds in the District of Co-
lumbia, but another was
‘named.
~ In the meantime, Democrat
C. Ferdinand Sybert who de-
feated McKeldin's running
mate, Edward D. E. Rollins, in
the race for Attorney General,
pledged cooperation with the
Republican state administra-
tion. The Howard County
lawyer also expressed belief
that the Democratic Party,
driven by a bitter primary and
the defeat of its top standard-
bearer, still will pull itself to-
gether.
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
